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THE AWAKENING OF 
CHINA. 


WE do not know how muchcredence 
is to be put in recent reports from 
Peking as to the new attitude of the 
Chinese Government with regard to 
Russia, but if they are well-founded, 
a very remarkable and very welzome 
change has taken place in the minds 
of the rulers of China. For the last 
seven years, and especially since the 
somewhat weak-policied Prince Ching 
has occupied the position tnost 
analogous to that of Prime Minister, 
China has been, very much to the dis. 
gust of the younger men of education 
and position, Chinese and Manchus 
alike, the subservient protégé of Rus- 
sia. The Empress Dowager has been 
surrounded by men, who from some 
inducement or from honest con viction, 
have consistently done their best to 
persuade her that Russia was China's 
best friend. The outrageous action 
of Russia in reoceupying Moukden, 
almost if not actually on the very 
date when she had promised to 
evacuate the whgle of the three 
Provinces, and in making a prisoner 
of the Tartar General HE. Tsén 
Chi, has apparently given point to 
the anti-Russian representations of! 
the two patriotic Viceroys, Chang 
Chih-tung and Yuan Shib-kai, and 
we have now to welcome the result, 











We may weil conclude too that ELE, 
Wu Ting-fang, whose advice has 
gained much weight since he achieved 
such a success as Chinese Minister to 
the U.S., has added his influence to 
that of the wo Viceroys, Together 
they have succeeded in persuading 
the government of China to face 
round ninety degrees, and to look to 
the East instead of the North for 
guidance and assistance. 

It is more than eight years since 
we first announced the negotiations 
which were characterised by intel- 
ligent and patriotic Chinese at the 
time as the sale of China to Russia, 
and during these eight years the 
fascinating influence of the great 
northern Power over its victim has 
seemed to grow daily stronger. What 
was the real connection of Russia 
with the Box+r movement, if there 
was any such connection, which we 
are not inclined to believe, will 
probably never be known; but that 
Russia “worked hard to save the 
Empress Dowager and her personal 
friends in 1900 is a matter of history, 
This condoned in the imperial eyes 
such aberrations as the massacre of 
Blagovestchensk and the seizure of 
the right bank of the Amur. Russia 
had bought Manchuria, and she was 
evidently doing what she liked with 
it, and it seemed that the Manchus 
were looking on complacently at the 
seizure of the cradle of their race 
and their ancestral tombs. But the 
sale of Manchuria was not effected 
in market overt, and it was most 
decidedly not made with the consent 
of the Chinese people, and it seems 
tha: the Court has at last plucked up 
courage to repudiate it, and this will 
give the Empress Dowager, who hag 
always been very popular with the 
mass of the Chinese, a still stronger 
claim on their loyalty. it was 
natural, perhaps, that a grossly 
ignorant government like that at 
Peking should turn to Russia rather 
than to any other Power. She was 
near at band, so near that her great- 
ness seemed to almost overshadow 
the Forbidden City, her progres 
southward seemed as resistless and 
inevitable as that of a glacier, and 








i |her representatives could make pre- 


sents and promises with which 
the representative of no other West- 
ero Power could compete. Harassed 
as the Empress Dowager must have 





been ever since the coup d'état, it 
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was no doubt a comfort to her to 
accept the assurance of the Russian 
representative that if she would only 
confide entirely in Rus-ia, all anxiety 
and trouble would be taken off her 
soldiers, 

Meanwhile Japan, aided undoubt- 
edly by Great Britain nd the 
United States, has been working 
steadily and patiently to dispel the 
Chinese government's illusions, and 
appears to have at last succeeded, 
helped by Russia's mistake in pre- 
suming a little tor much on China's 
complacency. Statesmen who have 
been in Japan and who have seen 
something of the world which lies 
outside the walls of Peking have 
succeeded in enlarging the views of 
the Empress Dowager, who, whatever 
her faults, is certainly a ruler of more 
than ordinary intelligence, ‘The ap- 
pointment of H. E, Na Tung, who is 
man at any vate with the courage 
of his opinions, to the Presidency of 
the Waiwupu_is a most significant 
step. The Empress Dowager has 
been induced to realise the danger of | 
the course China was pursuing, and 
there are now rumours of an offensive 
and defensive alliance between China 
and Japan, China, though she has 
no navy, can be of great assi-tance to 
Japan on land. Yuan Shih-kai’s 
troops, we are informed on good 
authority, have a lunge number of 
Japanese officers and even non- 
commissioned officers, and even if 
they did not do much xet ual fighting, 

















they could oblige Viceroy Alexeieff | , 


who is not too well provided with 
men, to detach a considerable force 
to watch them and keep them in 
check. A hostile Manchuria would 
greatly add to the difficulties of the 
Russians, if war with Japin were to 
break out afterall; and the knowledge 
of this must help to persuade Russia to 
make the concessions which will pre- 
vent the apprehended war breaking 
out. The postponement of the war 
will not, if an understanding has been 
really come to between China and 
Jupan, be so much in favour of 
Russia as it has hitherto seemed to 
be; for under Japan's advice and 
guidance, China will te growing 
stronger all the time, and there is 
little reason to fear that in this 
gro strength there will he any 
menace to Western Powers, If the 
reperted result has been achieved, 
and Japan has really succeeded in 
awakening China to a recognition of 
her real interests, the statesmen of 
the ishind empire have done a greater 
work than if they had gone to war 
with Russia months ago and been 
successful. 

Since the above was written, we 
learn that a circular dispatch has 
been sent by the Grand Council to 
all the Viceroys and Governors, warn- 
ing them that the relations between 
China and Russia are very strained, 
and that they must be prepared for 
any emergency. 7

Moreover, should the Oriental alliance 
succeed in securing decent treatment from 
the Western Powers no one who knows the 
two peoples can doubt that in their cot 
cils China would be the senior comrade, or 
that her voice, and indeed the voice of Ja- 
pan also, would be for worldwide peace. On 
the contrary, unless the Colo-sus shall fall 
to pieces from internal rottenness, it can 
only be expected that on one pretext or 
another Russia will try to keep on conquer- 
ing her successive “neighbours ” until she 
has reached at last the ends of the earth 

If, therefore, the Western rulers are wise 
they will carefully consider whether Rus-

THE CRISIS.

NotwITHsTANDING the reassuring 
announcements that have been mad 
many times »t home, to the effect 
that the negotiations at Tokio are 
going on satisfactorily, and that there 
is every reason to think that Japan 
and Russia will agree before long on 
a satisfactory compromise, there is 
very little real belief among those 
in Japanand China who have followed 
the course of events carefully that 
war will be averted, Japan, at any 
rate, will not budge an inch from 
her insistence that Russia shall carry 
out her solemn promises to evacuate 
Manchuria and do nothing to im- 
ped> the maintenance there of the 
“Open Door.” There must be war, 
then, if Russia does not give way; 
and one of Russia’s answers to that 
gestion comes in the telegram 
which we published yesterday morn- 
ing: “Russia is reoccupying tho 
province of Fengtien;” ie, she 
southernmost of the three Manchurian 
provinces, and that of which Moukden 
is the capital, In regard to this 
re-oceupation of Fengtien we may 
quote a paragraph which appeared 
recently in a Japanese vernacular 
paper: “A fresh force has also been 
stationed in North Manchuria, and 
preparations are now heing completed 
for war, she (Russia) being only 
prevented by the floods now raging 
in South Manchuria from effecting 
occupation.” Apart from the Bropara- 
tions for war which Japan and Russia 
have been carrying on steadily forsome 
months, and as to which it might be 
that they are merely 
-y, other indications of 
precariousness of the situation 
are noticeable from time to time. 
One of these is the proposed removal 
of the Viceregal seat of government 
from Port Arthur to Vladivostock. 
‘The Vladivostock branch of the 
Siberian railway is much less likely 
to be interrupted by war than the 
Port Arthur branch, for the Chinese 
Eastern Railway in Manchuria runs 
a great risk ot damage at the hands 
of Japanese and Chinese, presuming, 
as seems not altogether Improbab 
that the Chinese take the Japanese 
side in the confict, if 1t comes. The 
coming military maneuvres near 
Himeji are enabling the Japanese to 
collect an army where it can be 
readily embarked, if necessary; and 
they “have also enabled this to be 
done without causing unnecessary 
excitement. The Japanese have 
ithree Army Divisions now ready 
“to the last button of ‘their gaiters,’ 
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and the Kokura vision, from 
Kiushnu, is to be the first to take the 
field, if the worst comes to the worst. 
There seems to be no doubt, although 
the total number of Russian soldiers 
in Manchuria is not accurately 
known, that Japan can put a con- 
siderably larger number of trained 
men in the field than Russia can, and 
Russia must keep a large number of 
men employed in guarding the rail- 
way, Japan. is” perfectly aware 
the Russian naval foree here is 
stronger on paper than her own, but 
she is not alarmed at this. One of 
the reasons for hoping that Russia will 
give way at the last’ moment is, that 
she is aware of the difficulties she 
will have in docking and repairing 
her ships, if there should be a na 
fight, and in supplying them with 
coal, 

Our well-informed ‘Tokio cor: 
pondent tells us in the postscript to 
his letter which we published yester 
day morning that “Japan kas now 
adopted a very firm attitude, and a 
new development of the situation has 
occurred. ‘The negotiations continue, 
but_in offi circles even it is now 
confidentially admitted that an appeal 
to the wltime ratio is almost inevit- 
able.”

to get into circulation a great volume 
of money which the Government has taken 
without requiring it. Only a very rich 
nation could afford this style of financier.

known. 

“On account of the wide circulation it 
‘d, this rumour undoubtedly attained 
its object, if that object was to produce 
alarm in the public mind ; but we must 
distinctly state that a rumour it was and 
nothing else. While on this subject we 
might first of all direct attention to the 
fact that these sensational telegrams did 
not emanate from Russian sources. One of 
them came from London which it had 
reached from Kobe, and the other came 
from Paris. The first came in all probability 
from Japanese sources, the second from 
American sources. In No. 109 of our 
journal we inserted a telegram dated Tokio, 
18 September, and probably emanating from 
‘a Russian source, in which the “ extensive” 
warlike preparations of the Japanese are 
denied. 

“*For our own part we must say that 
informed on the best authority as to the 
true state of things in Corea, we do not 
deny the fact that so like prepara- 
tions are at present going on in Japan and 
that the Fleet is wed in manquvres, 
We deny, however, that Corea is the object 
of these ‘preparations.

journal, the latter of which has just 
published an article from the pen of Mr. 
**Stromoff;”—this being the pseudonym of 
the “* Novoe Vremya’s” correspondent in 
Japan. The latest issue of the Port Arthux 
paper contains the following answer to this 
article: — 

New Advice on an Old Question.

Des- 
cending from his barouche, the Viceroy 
received the report from ‘the officer in 
charge of the review, Lieutenant-General 
Volkoff ; and, having spoken for some 
time to the staff officers and the other 
officers present, proceeded to inspect the 
troops, frequently stopping. to converse 
with individual soldiers asking men in a 
familiar tone low they were getting on. 


Then the Band Played. 


‘Then the bands of the different regi- 
ments struck up, the drums played and 
the bugles blared, the men presented 
arms and—an extraordinary thing hap- 
pened, extraordinary, that’ is, to one 
unaccustomed to Russia. Like a peal of 
thunder from the ranks came a loud 
inquiry after Excelleney’s health. 
“We “wish your Very-High-Excellency 
good health /”” ‘This is the usual salu-

The March Past. 

The Viceroy’s inspection of the troo 
lasted about an hour after which carpe 
the time for tre march past. In the 
contre of the square were grouped the 
regimental bands which now again struck 
up. While the men were getting ready 
to begin the march, the Viceroy strolled 
ever to where the children of the Purk- 
kin School weve standing and began to 
converse with the teachers of the school. 
Then His Excellency and the members 
of his suite proceeded to the open space 
occupied by the bands, and the ccre- 
monial march begnm ‘First came the 
Oth Regiment of sharpshooters marching 
in companies and in admirable order, 
“and,” says the joumalist I have already 
referred to, “as one saw these fine young 
men ho could not help feeling that the 
Russian army was what it bad always 
been, and that no obstacle could stop it.” 

On the right flank of the sharpshooters 
came the 9th Regiment of Mounted 
Infantry which has the honour to have on 
its muster-roll the great. name of Lieut.- 
General Stessel. 

The Infantry. 

Then came the infantry, rank after 
rank, their admrable bearing and ap- 
pearance obtaining from the Viocroy the 
well-merited word “Thanks.” When 
the infantry hal marched past, then 
came the chasscurs. The first.’ ranks 
went past at the marching step but the 
others came at a trot, the men keeping 
admirably in line. The Mongol horses 
they were mounted on were small but 
they were also strong and capable of 














enduring a lot of fatigue. Nest came, at 
a trot, the field artillery moving in 
battalions. These also obtained the word 
“thanks”? from the Viceroy. 


The Cossacks. 
‘Then a trumpes sounded. It was the 
signal for the ‘Lrans-Baikal cossacks to 
go past at the trot. This body of fine 
young ks then came on, having on 
their right flank their temporary hetman, 
Lieutenant-General Nadaroff. When 
some hundreds had gone by at a trot, 
the Viceroy ordered the remaining hun- 
dreds to go past at full speed. The 
necessary signal being given the cossacks 
thundered past at full speed, their swords 
flashing, their seat in the saddle pertect, 
on their right flank their temporary het- 
Each man shouted as he went past 
words which, being translated, mean:— 
Glad to do our utmost, Your Very- 
High-Excelleney His’ Very-High- 
cellency” was visibly moved as 
gazed at these fine fellows. “Thanks, 
little brothers,” he said by way of reply. 
The Viceroy’s Spe 
‘The march-past lasted abont an hour 
and then the soldiers again formed a 
square and the Viceroy, entering this 
square, thanked the soldiers for the zeal 
with which they had taken part in the 
Tecent manoeuvres and expressed his con- 
vinction that they would always be 
they were to-day and that if the occasion 
summoned them they would be ready at 
the call of His Majesty the Czar to stand 




































up as one man in defence of Russia's 
interests. 

Ris Excellency then asked the men to 
shout “ Ural’? in honour of their gra- 





cious monarch. 4 tremendous shout ac- 
cordingly broke from the lips of the men, 
a shout which was hearty and sincore as 
it was loud. Liectenant-General Volkoff 
who had had command of the review, 
then called upon the men to shout 
“Ural” im honour of the Viceroy and 
again a tremend:us shout burst forth. 
Shortly after this the Viceroy took leave 
of the principal efficers and o:hers and, 
getting into his carriage, drove home. 














Is came a banquet which is 
described in the local paper at great 
length. But we can omit that long des- 
cription, only remarking that Admiral 
Mexeieff's health was drunk twice on the 
occasion.

An Interview with the Vicero: 

On Monday inst I had an interview 
with Admiral Alexeieif. The Viceroy is not 
inaccessible, but he is extremely busy, so 
that it is no easy matter to sec him; and 
T was very much pleased in consequence 
on being informes last Saturday that I 
could call on him at 8.30 on Monday 
morning. The Admiral’s house is in Old 
Town, and stands on a gentle eminenco 
above the little Park (or Boulevard as 
they call it), commanding a good view of 
Golden Hill, from which it is separated 
by the smaller of the two basins com- 
posing the harbour. It is a two-storied 
edifice, new. built of stone, with a gravel 
led court in front and a naval flag with 
two anchors waving overhead. It_has 
something of the air of an Indian biinga- 
low about it, with its verandahs in both 
storeys. only that the second-storey 
verandah is shut im by glass and the lower 
storey one is not so open as in India. 
For a man whose position co nearly 
resembles that. of the Czar, the Viceroy 
is not strongly guarded. ‘At the gate 
there are two Soldiers who scem to let 
anyone in unless. as the notices in some 
public buildings im Japan put it, they 
are “drunk or insane.” These soldiers 
are accommodated with white sentry- 
boxes traversed diagonally by a large 

















number of broad black bands. At the 
door there 4s no guard but in the en- 
tranec-hall a few unarmed soldiers in the 
usual top-boots and loose white blouso 
fastened at the waist by a leather belt 
assist visitors tu struggle out of their 
great coats and into them again, and 
relieve them of their hats and sti 








The Ante-Chamber. 

The Viceroyal ante-chamber is always 
fled with people waiting for an audience. 
Two officers of the Viceroy’s suite are 
also in attendance, ono a young naval 
officer, the other a military man. At 
the end of this room is a large desk piled 
with documents; on the walls are maps 
and plans, old’ notifications with new 
notifications placed over them and lists 





which look like time-tables; while 
bundles of newspapers are _ scattered 
ut. One bundle contained the 





‘emips,”” another a miscellaneous collec- 
of Russian papers, a third the 
Hongkong Government Gazette.” 
At the time of my visit this room was 
filled with a number of the biggest men 
Lever saw im my life. Most of them 
were Generals or high military. officers, 
‘one was a naval officer, two were civi- 
lians, two were clergymen. The clergy- 
men wore long flowing robes like lawyers 
and around their neck were suspended 
crucifixes of gold. I think one of them 
was a Lutheran clergyman who had 
arrived in town the previous day. from 
Viadivostock to attend to the religious 
needs of the few hundred Letts among 
the Russian solciers and civilians in 
Port Arthur. I may here remark that 
there are five Russian churches here, 
mostly for the usc of the military; one 
Jewish synagogue, and no Roman 
Catholic or Protestant church, although 
in Port Arthur an’ Dalny there aro about 
4,000 Roman Catholics, mostly, I suppose, 
Poles. 

I said that the ante-chamber contained 
a collection of the biggest men I ever 
saw in my life. Some of them were 
giants and their enormous beards, swords, 
and uniforms made them look striking. 
Most of them wore decorations, some a 
very large number of decorations. Two 
of them were asked to go upstairs at once 
to see the Viceroy, the rest of us waited 
about half-an-houe and then went up in 































a bods. We drew up in line along one 
side of a sumptuouely-furnished drawing- 
ruom. cvidently connected with the 
Viceroy’s private apartments. 


The Vicero 
I must say that I awaited with great 
interest the coming of the Czar’s repre- 
sentative in the Far East. ‘The extra- 
ordinary extent of his power and the 
reports L had heard of his ability, 
and endurance excited my curiosity 
an unusual extent. I felt that I was 
about to sce a historical personage, a 
a man destined to make history, blood- 
stained or the reverse. I had been told 
that during the Boxer troubles the 
Admiral had worked for some timo twenty 
hours a day, and that at present the 
amount of | business—naval, military, 
civil, ete—that he gets through every 
day ‘would make the average man break 
down in a week and would make tho 
average British workman go on “strike” 
in half that time. And his business does 
not cons'st merely in signing papers. He 
thinks for himset An American man 
of afficrs once asked him, for instance, 
why he established his headquarters in 
Port Arthur and not in Dalny. “I want 
he stores for my fleet in a large 
said he, “I don’t want to pay 
them than is necessary. Now I 
inly have to pay” more for 
them in Dainy than in Port Arthur.” 
‘This practical answer might have been 
made by the firsc Napoleon. It shows 
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that solicitude for the fighting man which 
is the foundatior of victory. On the 
whole that American of whom I speak 
was profoundly impressed by the Admiral’s 
common sense and grasp of detail. He 
came to the conclusion that he had no 
mere martinet to deal with, that Admiral 
Alexeieff could cope with matters far 
beyond the ken of the average naval 
commander, 


The Interview. 


The Admiral kept us waiting about 
two seconds. Then he came in, a man 
of medium height, pleasant eye and 
smile, slightly upturned face (perhaps 
on account of his having to speak so much 
with abnormally tall men) and chort 
beard. He wore @ simple naval uniform 
and his manner was very quiet and 
natural. Everyone was standing up and 
the Admiral walked down the line, shak- 
ing hands with each and conversing with 
each a few moments. When my turn 
came, he asked me what I thought of 
Port Arthur and I candidly confessed 
that it was a somewhat rough place, add- 
ing, however, the saving clause (and not 
out of mere compliment either, for I 
thoroughly believe it) that I thought the 
city would be a fine one in about two or 
three years. He thoroughly agreed with 
me on this point, but as this is not an 
important matter, I shall pass on. 1 
aaked him about the Russian operations 
at Yong-Ampho, said that it bad been 
distinctly stated tho Russians were com. 
structing a fort there, that they had 
officers and soldiers there, that they bad 
landed cannon during the night. Tho 
Viceroy emphatually contradicted this. 
“We have no fort there,” he said, “not 
a single cannon, not a single officer, not 
a single soldier. All reports to. the 
contrary are felse. They have been 
fabricated with the object of creating a 
sensation.” 


The American Commercial Treaty. 


His Extellency did not seem to bo 
alarmed by the opening of Moukden, 
provided by the American Commercial 
Treaty.

Manchuria. 


_ Then I gently approached the most tick- 
lish subject of all—the evacuation of 
lanchuria. The Viceroy did not say 
ht out that his troops would remain in 
Manchuria until the Greck Kalends, but 
indirectly he gavo mo to understand that 
Russia would as soon think of evacuating 
Siberia. “We have much trouble still,” 
ho said, “with the brigands in Man- 
churia, especially in East Manchpria be- 
tween Harbin and Vladivostock. S 
Many unfortunate incidents occur in the 
railway zone there, 
I asked him if ho Waa not received many 
petitions from the Chinese inhabitants of 
various districts in Manchuria bogging 
that the Russian troops be not withdrawn, 
and pointing out that such a withdrawal 
would expose the petitioners to the wrath 
of the bandits. He confessed that such 
was the case; he had received many such 
petitions. “And I should have received 
many more,” he said, “if it were not for 
the ‘mandarins—the mandarins in Man- 
churia itself. They terrorise the people. 
They prevent them sending us as many 
petitions as they would otherwise send.”

‘The Tsare~ 
tch and Bayan, however, arrived at 
Port Said about two weeks ago en route 
to tho Far East and the Aslabia was also 
coming when she was stranded oif the 
Grecian coust. By tho arrival of 
these three ships the Muscovite naval 
forcis will stand at 178,000 tons exceed- 
ing the Japanese navy by some 7,000. 
Moreover, if the Alexazder IL “and 
Aurora duly reacu here in January nest, 
‘as reported, the Russian figures go up to 
199,000 tons, and, numerically, outclass 
the Japanese total by 28,000 tons. But 
it may be open * question whether the 
coaling and docking facilities available to 
Russia in the Extreme East favour the 
continuous operations of such an immenso 
fleet in these waters. By the way, 
it may be noted that Vice-Admiral 
Togo has been lately appointed Comman- 
der-in-Chief of the Japanese Standing 
Squadron vice Admiral Hidaka, who has 
been transferred to the command of the 
Maizurn naval station. Admiral Togo's 
appointment has attracted special atten 
tion among the public, Japanese and 
foreign, here on the ground that the

It is stated from Peking that the Tartar 
General of Féngtien telegraphed on the 
20th inst., to the Grand Council complaining 
in very strong terms of a number of out- 
rages lately committed by Russian trooj 
fn the city aud vicinity of Moukd 
Linoyang., the Russians are charged wi 
having forcibly “bought” rice and fo!

own prices which in most cases meant 
nothing at all, whilst raids were made on 
unlucky peasants, many of whose farms 
were literally swept clean of everythin; 
In consequence of this the whole of 
Féngtien "province is in a panic on 
account of the spread of stories every- 
where of Russian outrages, 


Recruiting Amongst the 
“ Hung-hu-tze.” 

‘The Northern native papers report that 
the Tartar Generals, of Féngtien and Kirin 
have conjointly reported to the grand 
Council that the ians have again 
begun to recruit amongst the Hung-hu-tze 
(Bed beards”), mounted banditti with 
whom the above-named two provinces are 
practically-covered, their numbers having 
increased from five to ten fold since the 
Boxer risings of 1900. It will per- 
haps be remembered that about four 
months ago the Russians raised 
some 5°00 .of these Hung-hu-tze and 
posted them in the vicinity of the Yalu 
Tiver, dressing them in the uniforms of the 
regular Chinese army, but officered mainly 
by Russians. Within three weeks the 
Russians found that they had caught re- 
gular Tartars. The wild life hithero led 
by these banditti made them feel irksome 
under even the very little restraint the 
Russians, knowing with whom they had to 
deal, attempted to place on their recruits. 
Finally, in despair, the. Russian officials 
were forced to disband three-fourths of 
their wild protegés, which they were only 
too willing to do, as there did not seem » 
chance of war with Japan then. Times and

Nor 1s it only on the sur- 
‘face of the ground that signs of 
wealth and of prosperity abound; nearly 
everywhere are evidences of rich mineral 
| wealth. In the midst of the green fields 
the traveller will suddenly catch sight of 
{a low tunnel burrowing into the hill with 
feoat heaped up outside it. It is one of 
the primitive borings which the Chinese 
{make to extract coal by, of which there 
'is abundance to be found everywhere. 

{n many places deep brine wells, bored 
sometimes to a depth of 2,000 feet, are 
met with. From the brine, salt, which is 
su valuable a product ‘in China, is 
evaporated by the agency of natural gas, 
whch issues from an enormous reservoir 
of petroleum which exists in close pros- 
imity to the brine deposits, and which 
8 of excellent quality. In ‘other parts, 
rich iron ore is being smelted and cop 
per and quicksilver are being extracted 
im paying quantities by the most primi- 
tive ‘and wastetul methods. In the 
mountainous country to the West, gold 
exists in such large quantities,” that 
the beds of streams, whose mountain 
sources are only a few miles away, are full 
of gold washers taking an infinitesimal 
toll of the immense riches which are ly- 
ing close by in the veins of auriferous 
quartz, which only reguire modern 
machinery to make them Field enormous 
wealth. 

Now to effect satisfactory commercial 

tions with this’ province, so 
that our manufactures can reach its great 
and prosperous population at a price pro- 
fitablo to us and to them, and to develop 
its immense natural resources and latent 
wealth, so that these forty odd millions 
ean afford to purchase still more of the 
goods which they require and are unable 
to turn ont for themselves, is the problem 
which must be solved, and to solve it is 
of vital importance to us as a great manu- 
facturing nation whose prosperity depends 
on our finding fresh markets to support 
our increasing population as older mar- 
kets become closed. 

And having shown you on the map the 
obstructions which Nature has put in the 
way of our effecting free communications, 
I propose next to consider how Naturo 
herself has tried to overcome these dif- 
ficulties and to give this province access 
to tho outer world. 

When she first laid down in the midst 
of these mountain barriers the original 
plateau from which this rich Red Basin 
vas formed, she saw it would be neces 
ry to provide some way of approach to 
it, and to effect this, she turned to her 
stural agency of a waterway. After al- 
wing two of the rivers, which rise in 
the Central Asian plateau, to cut their 
way down to the ocean in a direct line 
from North to South, and to attain such 
a velocity in their straight unchequered 
ccurse as to be useless for navigation to 
man, and, in fact, by ‘the deep gorges 
through which they and their tributaries 
cut their beds, to make barriers which as 
we have seen in Yunnan made the ap- 
proaches to this Red Basin from India 
still more difficult, she determined to 
make a third river, the Yangtze, the agent 
by which to open up this otherwise in- 
accessible province. Accordingly, she al- 
tered the dircction of this mver, which 
she at first had allowed to run due south 
close to the Mekong and Saleen, parallel 
to the strike of the great western 
barriers of Szechuan, and made it des- 
cribe an enormous curve, cutting through 
these barriers until it reached the 
westerly limit of the Red Basin, where 
it was able to take advantage of the 
softer formations, and to develop into a 
navigable stream, and suitable even for, 


















































steain navigation throughout the Red Bas- 
im from Suifu to Waubsien. But on 
its reaching the eastern limits, the 
Yangtze had again to make its way 
through mountain ranges, running at 
right angles tu its course. ‘Through 
these barriers it cut its way, forming the 
celebrated Yangtae Gorges, and as it re- 
moved the softer formations uf rock more 
quickly than the harder, these latter were 
left projecting as reefs, and form the 
equally celebrated Yangtze Rapids, which 
nature is still at work on, but which still 
form a great obstacle to the free approach 
to Szechuan. 

At Ichang the Yangtze emerges trom 
these mountain barriers and becomes free 
from rapids and gorges. It is navigable 
up to this river port, a distanco of nearly 
1,000 miles from the ocean, for vessels 
ot over 1,000 tons burden. 

This will convey some idea of what a 
magniticeut waterway the Yangtze is for 
@ thousand miles, from its mouth as far 
ay Tehang. 

To get merchandise from chang into 
Szechuan, the ouly means available ts that 
of transport by junk of from 24 to 4U tons 
burden, tracked laboriously through 
these rapids and gorges, often as many 
as 100 ‘trackers being necessary for 
one junk, and as long as threo months 
being taken over the voyage. During 
many weeks from June to October boats 
ure unable to get up at all 

Ten per cent of the cargoes that go up 
during the year are sad to be lost by 
shipwreck. 

Steam navigation has been tried and

Many proposuls have been made to im: 
prove the navigation of this streteh by a 
system of locks and other means at the 
rapids, but the rise of the giver, which is 
citen over 100 feet, precludes any of these 
devices being effectually carried out, even 
if for other reasons they were not im- 
practicable. It is evident therefore, that 
if we are to find means of trading with 
this rich province and of developing its 
resources so that it can take an increased 
amount of our manufactures, we must 
seek a line of communication affording 
xreater security and a more regular and 
easy means of transit than this waterway 
dees; and on finding that tho difficulties 
in the way of a line through Yunnan to 
Burma are too great to permit of our 
undertaking it at present, our efforts 
should be directed to finding another 
proach for British trade; and 
there is no reason why euch should not 
be found. 

In this short space of time, I have taken 
you over some thousands of miles, and 1 
have shown you at many of the’ impor- 
tant points I touched on in my journeys, 
how signs of French, Belgian, German. 
ian, and American rail 
tion and commercial activ 
evidence, no mere empty 
paper, but great projects on which oper:

studied for the purpose of becoming 
icker and more deeply familiar with 
Chineso commerce, banking, and fin 
ance.

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opinion on persoral views than one who!

If he advises young men to take 
up the study of the Chinese language, 3 
4s to those intending to go to China, and 
not to future residents in Japan, that 
his advice is given, Indeed none of the 
imputations made in that article agamst 
him holds good as x fact. Iam not able 
to say what motives underlie all these 
inventions. Their author 
« little nervous about the idea that Dr. 
Hirth, whose unquestionable competenc 
as a Chinese scholar ho cheerfully admits, 
might possibly be called upon to teach 
Japanese, too. “If Columbia Univer- 
sity,” he says, “ intends to offer a course 
in Japanese, it would be well to sceure a 
professor who is more competent for 
that particular duty than Dr. Hirth, and 
this without disparagement of his real 
attainments.” 

Why all this fighting against wind- 
mills? Columbia “University does not 
intend to offer a course in Japanese, to 
start with, since the foundation of tho 
so-called “Dean Tung Chair of Chinese.” 
made by General Carpentier and others 
in the amount. of $215,000.00, devoted 
to facilitating Chinese, and not Japanese 
studies. And then Dr. Hirth is the very 
last man who would spoil his zood name 
by attempting te pose as a professor of 
things in which bo is mot” thoroughly 
competent. Before Japanese can be 
taught, further endowments will be 
necessary. Whe these will he made 
may be merely a question of time, but to 
speculate at present as to tho possible 
future teaching staf for Japanese, ap- 
pears to be somowhat premature. 

American capitalists making — such 
foundations, the indirect effect of whieh 
is the better understanding of the Chi- 
ional character in this country, 
public benefactors.

‘Che number of men 
who, havmg made their studies in China 
without any home preparation such us 
Columbia University is propared to im- 
par, can translate a Chinese document, 
‘or x book, witheut the assistance of a 
native teacher is very insignificant in- 
do-d. Tho “Herald’s’” correspondent 
apparently favours that time-honoured 
institution, the interpreter’s factotum 
called Hsien-sheng, without taking. i 
consideration the amount of mischief that 
has been done already and will be done 
for years to come as the result of trans- 
lator’s work being done by men, who may 
be good speakers, yet often cannot an- 
alyse a line of written Chinese, and who, 
therefore, simply depend upon what their 
native assistant chooses to tell them as 
to its meaning. Everybody knows how

When selling it. to English buyers in 
Shanghai it was always called roofing felt. 
Tt was also called by that name by somo 
of the Chinese contractors, and witness 
sent it to auction with that description. 
Messrs. No@l, Murray and Co. had set fled 
with witness for the felt. He had not 
sent any more to auction since the sale 
to Mr. 
By his Lordchip—I have sold some 
privately since. 
Mr. Murray recalled, handed in a com- 
pradore order collected by Rohde and Co. 
through the Chartered Bank. He be 
lieved that when this was paid he had 
not had any complaint about the felt. 
Mr. Meuser, cross-examined by Mr. 
Macleod, admitted that the felt sent to 
auction was old, having been imported in 
1900. His firm had not been trying hard 
to cell it, and as it was getting rather 
old he thought the best way to get rid 
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of it was by sending it to auction, as 
most firms did with their old stock’ out 
here. Samples were usually supplied to 
customers who wanted to buy the 
material. He did not know whether the 
lot sent to Mescrs. Noél, Murray and 
Co. contained two numbers. Another 
member of the staff looked after the 
sending of the goods to auction. He was 
not aware that his firm had sent round 
another lot and that only 50 cents per 
roll had been bid. He could not say that 
Uhe material was called roofing felt in 
the invoice as tue letter was written in 
German, Literally translated it was 
elastic pasteboard. 

B. W. Shaw eaid that he was present 
at the auction, and saw some felt lying 
on the table. ‘Tho material he saw there 
was in his opinion roofing felt. He bid 
for it but did not buy any. He 
wanted it to put under asbestos 
roofing. He had not used the material 
before though he had tried some 
similar. He would call the samples 
(Messrs. Rohde’s pattern book) roofing 
felt. He did not know anything about 
the manufacture of felt. 

Cross-esamined by Mr. Macleod: Wit- 
ness bid Ts. 3.20 at the auction. If he 
had bought the ‘elt he would have tried 
it for outside roofing. 

William Leach, assistant inspector of 
works in the Muneipal Council, said that 
he had had 16 years’ experience in the 
building trade before he came to Shang- 
hai, 12 months ago. During that time he 
had used felt on several occasions for the 
roofs of temporary buildings, and for [in- 
ing roofs. He had also used it for damp 
courses. " Since he had been out here he 
had used the paper composition felt for 
covering temporary buildings and for put- 
ting on roofs undor corrugated iron. He 
had seon it used in England also and 
there it was generally known as roofing 
felt. ‘This felt was composed “of paper 
covered with tar and sand. ‘The paper- 
mado felt. was very good for temporary 
work.

After the in- 
quest and the verdict of murder, the 
situation was altered and it would be his 
(the magistrate's) business to see that no 
improper questions were asked. 

Witness resuming his’ evidence said 
Ammer Singh told him that Gundah 
zh wan in his room on the previous 
day when there was trouble with the 
Chinese and that Gundah Singh had 
taken this stick out with him when he 
went to see what was the matter. ‘The 
questions about the stick were addressed 
to all the Indians pre<ent and not to any 
one fn particular, 

When the evicence came to be read 
over Isser Singh said that what he told 
the Inspector at the station was that 
seeing that the lock of deceased’s box 
was open he thonght the bank book 
might have been stolen. 

The Court adjourned till Wednesday 
morning at nine o’clcck, an application 
for bail being refused.

P.n. on tho 18th September and 7.15 a.m. 
on the 19th September. 

Mr. W. North Symonds, who appeared 
for the «efeudants, cross-examined In- 
spector Aiers at great length, the state- 
ments made by the- witness in 
auswer to the questions put to him 
being practically the same evideice 
#8 that he gave at the inguest on the 
murdered watchinan and at the inquiry on 
Monday, his Worship objecting several 
times to the time of Court being wasted 
over questions which conld only be answered 
by the detectives who had the matter in 
hand. ‘Ivo impressions of the heel marks 
in blood which had dried near the head of 
the hed in Gundah Singh's room, made by 
Inspector Aiers, were produced and handed 
in as an exhibit. The Court adjourned 
until Thursday morning at nine o'eluek.

His Honour—In the matter of the ap- 
plication of Governor Taft for the return 
of W. H. Ballantine, Ballantine applied 
for his release, and a writ of Habeas Cor- 
pus was granted. The Court now delivers 
the following decision :— 

At the beginning of our Government it 
was seen that provision must be made, if 
we were to be a nation, that persons ac- 
cused of crime in any part of the Union 
nist be sent back for trial should they 
lice to any other part of the Union. Ac- 
c r, Art. IV, See. 2, Clause 2, of 
the Constitution of the United States de- 

res that “A person charged in any State 
with treason, felony, or other crime, 
who shall flee from justice and be found 
in another State, shall on demand of the 
executive authority of the State from 
which he fled, be delivered up, to be re- 
moved to the State having jurisdiction of 
the crime,” 

Congress provided a method to be used 
in making requisition from one State or 
itory to another by enacting Sec. 

Revised Statutes—* Whenever the 
executive authority of any State or Terri 

y demands any person as a fugitive 
froin justice, of the executive authority of 
any State or Territory to which such per- 
son has Hed, and produces a copy of an 
ndictment found or an affidavit miade be- 
fore a trate of any State or Terri- 

charging the person demanded with 
 Fomunitted treason, felony, or 
other crime, certified as authentic by the 
vernor or chief Magistrate of the State 
Territory from whence the person so 
charged has fled, it shall be the duty of 
the exceutive anthority of the State or 
ritory to which such person has fled 
to cause him to be arrested and secured, 
nd to cause notice of the arrest to be 
given to the executive authority making 
such demand, or to the agent of such 
authority appointed to receive the 
fugitive, and to cause the fugitive to be 
delivered to such agent when he shall 
pear. If no such agent appears within 
six months from the time of the arrest, 
the prisoner may he discharged. All costs 
or expenses incurred in the apprehending, 
seenting and transmitting such fugi 
to the State or Territory making such de- 
mand, shali be paid by such State or Ter- 
ritory.

and argues that the omission in the re- 
quisition of a certificate of authenticity 
of the accusing affidavit makes the req: 
n papers so irregular that the re 
ition cannot be granted. The 
section quoted above was enacted Febru- 
12th 1793, when only “states” 
“territories” existed under the 
American flag. In this case the requisi- 
tion is from a“ possession” of the United 
States to an “extraterritorial jurisdic- 
tion” of the United States. The con- 
ditions of this case are novel and an Act 
of Congress contemplating different con- 
ditions cannot be imported verbatim to 
gorern action in the new conditions. The 
Consititutional provision must. be studied 









































and the intent of its makers must 
be carried out as we understand 
it. The mere carefully one studies 


its provisions in the light of our develop- 
ment the more clearly it is seen that the 
intent was, as I have first stated, that no 
man accused of crime in any place under 
‘our sovereignty can obtain security by 
fleeing to any other American jurisdic 
tion. “If Section 5210 R.S. is to be con- 
sidered as determining absolutely and to 
the letter the only method of extradition 














between American jurisdictions in China 
the intent of the Constitution would be 
made of no avail, for then a fugitive could 
not be sent back from one consular dis- 
triet to another, as the consular districts 
are neither state nor territory. 

‘The possibility of unforeseen conditions 
has been provided for in the laws estab- 
lishing consular courts and their juris- 
dictions. Congress in creating extrater- 

jurisdiction in certain foreign 
countries realised that the United States 
Statutes could not specifically provide for 
all exigencies and conditions which might 
arise, and therefore provided (Sec. 4086 
R. S.) that the laws of the United States 
hall be extended over all citizens of the 
United States in these countries, 6o far as 
they are suitable to carry the provisions 
of the Trea 0 effect. Common law 
and the laws of equity and admiralty sup- 
plement. the Statutes and the Minister

No hardship 
has arisen from lack of revision of theso 
rules, for new conditions were provided 
for by Rule 92, which is exceedingly broad 
in its provisions and, in its requirement 
of “substantial justice’ in the decisions 
of Consular Courts, relieves these courte

ditions in the United States, might be 
sed to defeat justice in th» new and 
changing conditions of the Orient. 

We must then go behind any statute 
and consider the intent of the makers of 
the Constitution which is interpreted to 
be that a fugitivs from justice charged 
with crime in any American jurisdiction 
must be returned from any ‘other such 
juri-diction upon a demand from the 
chiof magistrate of the jurisdiction where 
the crime is charged. 

In this case Ballantine is charged with 
crime committed in Manila against the 
laws of the United States, extended to 
the Philippine Islands. ‘The accusing 
affidavit was made by the Collector of the 
Port of Manila, a responsible officer of 
the Island Government. The Court. of 
Customs Appeals ordered a warrant ise 
sued for probable cause. Tho Governor 
of the Philippine Islands by written re 
uisition, with ths above papers attached, 
jax asked the delivery of Ballantine to 
his agent. By granting this request I do 
not pass on Bailantine’s innocence or 
guilt. That is the province of the Court 
where the crime is alleged to have been 
committed. Thi- court can only deter- 
mine casts arising within this consular 
district. 

That Ballantine is a fucitive, his own 
testimony plainly shows. He testified in 
this Court that he came to Shanghai be- 
cause he feared arrest in Amoy. 

I must theretore refuse Ballantine's 
prayee for release and I ‘hereby order the 
Marshal of this Court to deliver W. H. 
Ballantine to the custody of Gus. Duvall, 
Agent of W. H. Taft, Governor of the 
Philippine Islands, to be taken by said 
Durall to Manila according to tho re- 
quisition in this matter. 

Mr. Lamme entered an exception to 
the ruling of the Court. and asked that 
it should be entered as having been made 
in open Court.

His Honour noted the exception, and 
promised that a certified copy of the judg- 
mont would be prepared as soon as pos- 
sible.

The inquiry into the circumstances 
attendant on the death of Hannah Lusher 
was resumed at H.B.M.’s Police Court. 

Annie Grace Gittens, continuing her 
evidence, said that she had frequently 
been given bottles out of which to mea- 
sure doses for patients, but not bottles 
like this one. Those were blue, corrugated 
bottles with poison marked’ on a red 
label. This bottle had a label attached 
to it marked poison, but the lettering 
was in small print. She did not mix doses 
‘out of small bottles. Morphia before had 
been given to her made up with water. 
Sho read the label on the bottle. It was 
not usual to put the patient’s name on 
it. Tho pure morphia was not. usually 
in that sort of bottle. When she gave 
morphia injections to patients the bottle 
was given to her; it was always a blue 
bottle. 

Emily Harriet Thomson, recalled, said 
that the patient had been having’ soda 
bromide draughts previous to the mor 
phia. She had one on the evening of 
the 27th October at eight o'clock and one 
on the evening of the 38th. Witness went 
to tho dispensary, weighed out the 
der and put it in an oz. bottle, m: 
it up with an oz. of water, and givin; 
it herself to the patient. ‘The nurses hai 
no instructions as regarded dispensing 
medicines. When she first came out she 
was shown a separate cupboard for poisons 
in the dispensary. She understood that 
it was her duty to sce to the dispensing 
of the medicine, but not to attend to 
the mixing of every dose of medicine dis- 
pensed in the home. 

By a Juror—That particular bottle is 
reserved to contain hydrochloride of 
morphia. 

Witness, continuing, said that in ease of 
hypodermic injections of morphia she 
gave out the bottle to the nurse making 
tho injection. 

By a Juror—If she had mixed the mnor- 
phia ready for the dose she would have 
put on the bottle a different kind of Inbel. 

By the request of 2 juror the bottle 
was’ produced and examined. 

'The morphia, sa'.) ‘+> witness, was sent 
ont in this bottle from the ‘chemists. 
They ran short of morphia at the Home 
and had to send out for some. It was 
not the same as that used in the dose, 
but exactly similar morphia. 

Neil Macleod, registered medical prac- 
titioner, said that by law the morphia 
should have been dispensed from the 
chemists in a poison bottle. This parti- 
cular morphia was dispensed apparently 
by © Chinese chemist; as the label was 
marked, “ Shanghai Dispensary, Foochow 
Road.” It was not dispensed, he under- 
stood from that, by a foreign chemist. 
The label on it was insufficient, inasmuch 
as it was customary for chemists to place 
concentrated solutions of poisons in blue 
corrugated bottles with red labels. There 
would have been nothing in the app-ar- 
ance of the mixture to show that it was 
poison. Tt would look like water. He 
should say that both the nurses in this 
ease were equally competent to measure 
out 15 minims of the mixture in a dose. 
He had alwoys found nurse Gittens a 
competent and careful nurse, 










































‘At the conclusion of his evidence, Dr. 
Macleod asked the Coroner to correct his 
statement made on Saturday that tho 
patient had not been given any medicine 
previous to the morphia for two days. 
That statement was made from the caso 
card, which was only entered up on the 
27th, and not on the 2th of October. 
Instead of two days it should be twenty- 
four hours. 


‘The Coroner said that the jury had 
heard all the evidence in this case, and 
it was for them to say what was in their 
opinion the cause of death and whether 
they considered that any culpable 
negligence attached to anyone in the 
matter. He would recapitulate the facts 
for them. Death, he thought they would 
agree in accordance with the evidence of 
Dr. Macleod, was due to an overdose of 
morphia, With regard to the facts of the 
case it appeared that Mrs. Lusher was 
admitted to the Nursing Home on the 
2th October by the direction of Dr. Mac- 
leod, who treated her as his patient. He 
needed not to make any comment on 
what was preserted for the patient, as 
Dr. Macleod was too well-known in the 
community and they would be satisfied 
that his treatment was the proper one. 
It appeared that on the 20th October Dr. 
Macleod saw the patient in the evening 
and prescribed tor her fifteen minims of 
a solution of hydrochloride of morphia. 
He gave this dircetion to the day nurse 
in writing, and the nurse appeared to 
have followed the p-op-r course in enter 
ing that order in the 4:0". She had told 
them that where morphia was given xt 
bed time it was administered by the 
nurse before she went off duty. Nurse 
Thompson was en duty from 7.30 a.n. 
until 8 p.m., ane the dose would, in the 
ordinary course, have been given by her, 
hut in this ease a certain time was men- 
tioned for the dose to be given, between 
vight and nine o'clock, and so’ the duty 
of administering the medicine devolved 
upon the night nurse. The jury had 
heard all the fact- of the case from nurse 
Gittens and Miss Thompson, and he 
thought the corictusion they would draw 
from that eviderce was that the fault 
existed in the system, or rather lack of 
system, in which these things were done. 
He did not want to dwell tou heavily on 
them, and he thouzht that they would 
agree with him shen he <aid that if any 
business in Shanzhai were subjected to a 
searching ‘nvestization it would be found 
that there was a good deal to call over 
in the system whieh was in practice. ‘The 
point they had to consider was that this 
was not a ease of one skilled person hand- 
ing out the dove to be given by an un- 
skilled person, Ext one in which both 
nurses were prestmmably equally skilled and 
competent. Tho night nurse came on 
duty at 8.30 that: night, and there occur- 
red an unfortuna®: sot of circumstances to 
assist the mistake made in the administra- 
tion of the morphia. ‘The night nurse, as 
she had infe-med them, was summoned by 
a patient on the lower floor of the home 
when she was on her way to see the de- 
ceased, and she did not reach the upper 
floor until ten minutes to nine o'clock. 
Before she got there, and before she had 
tead the report, Miss Thompson came up 
and spoke to her When we were satisfied 
that a mistake had occurred before we 
de 2 mistake it was always instructive 
to trace our mé take to ite first origin.

ROUGH VOYAGE OF 
THE SULTAN VAN 
LANGKAT. 


Captain C. E. Rimmers, master of the 
Dutch Petroleum Co's. steamer Sul- 
le a formal report to 
the Netherlands yesterday 
morning, relative to the vorage of hi 
vessel from Singapore to Shanghai wi 
a cargo of kerosene oil and liquid fuel. 
The steamer, as will be remembered, 
encountered severe typhoon and it was 
feared that she was lest

from the Singapore oil station on the 
1Gth ot Cetober bound for Shanghai, 
and-up to the 2nd of October, ex 
enced excellent weather. On that day, 
a stiff breeze sprang up, which sub: 
sequently became a terrific gale. ‘The

the appear- 
ence of the sea itself. The gear on decks 
was badly damaged, and stanchions, 

ins, ete. were all wa 
‘The engines al-o suffered greatly by the 
heavy seas. 
storm continued without, aba 
and on the following day a ship's © 
was held for the purpose of ascertaining 
the best method to pursue for the safety 
of the vessel and its crew. Between 
decks was filled with water, and as the 
steamer would not rise by’ the motion 
of the sea, it was believed that she was 
sinking. Tt was finally deeided that the 
cargo of liquid fnel, which was in the oil 
tanks forward should be pumped out to 
lighten the steamer. After two hours’ 
work, during which great difficulty was 
encountered, 87 tons of the crude oil were 
pumped orer the ship's side. Yi 
proved to be the solution for the safety 
of the ship, which being lightened, 
naturally rove, and rode the sea with 
more ease.
